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page fax sheet that looks like -- is that a peanut or a
prune?

MR. MASTANDO: A raison.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, with a picture of a raison
on it will be marked for identification as Bureau Exhibit
No. 11.

(The document referred to was
marked for identification as
Mass Media Bureau Exhibit No.
11.)

MR. MASTANDO: We offer that exhibit, Your Honor.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Any objection?

MR. GAFFNEY: We would object, Your Honor, in that
it’s hearsay. IzZ’'s an out-of-court statement made by Mr.
Rice who is not here testifying in this case. The only
thing that’s been identified and authenticated is the copy
of the handwriting here by this witness.

And, indeed, it looks like double hearsay because
it appears that this Mr. Casey is the one who prompted the
inquiry in the first place.

So we would object to the entry of this exhibit,
and also because it would appear to have been an exhibit
that should have been entered in the direct case of the
Bureau.

MR. MASTANDO: Your Honor, may I respond.
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JUDGE STEINBERG: Do you want to respond and then
I will rule?

MR. MASTANDO: Please.

Dan Leatherman was one of the recipients of this.
He acknowledged rhat receipt. He acknowledged his
familiarity with the document. If we feared that it’s not
properly authenticated or we feared that somebody was
unfamiliar with it, I think we have answered that question.

And the reason it’s not -- it didn’t go in as a
direct case exhibit was that we --

JUDGE STEINBERG: It's impeachment.

MR. MASTANDO: -- wanted to use it as impeachment.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay.

MR. GAFFNEY: It is hearsay, Your Honor, and I
don’t know --

JUDGE STEINBERG: Well, in that case this record
is filled with hearsay, including some of the statements in
some of your exhibits which could have been stricken on the
basis of hearsay.

MR. GAFFNEY: 1It’s --

JUDGE STEINBERG: I will overrule the objection
and receive Exhibit 11.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Or let’s say his
hogpitalization.

And when was it, April 3, 917

THE WITNESS: Was that when that was?

MS. SADOWSKY: Yes.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay. So let’s -- what I want
you to do, if you can, is try to -- I know it’s hard, but
try to remember before April '91, after April ’19, and I am
going to ask you a series of questions, and ask you whether
Mr. Rice was involved in certain things before April ‘91,
after April r91.

If you are having trouble or you are not sure, I
want to know that. I don’‘t want you guessing.

THE WITNESS: Right, right, I understand.

Did you have anything to do with bank accounts or
checks or anything?

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mentioned, the signs. They gave you a bill for the signs

THE WITNESS: We sent the sign -- the bill off.

THE WITNESS: I don‘t know. It’s not my interest.
I don't -- I reaily don’'t know.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Do you still have meter readings
and stuff like that?

THE WITNESS: They do now, yeah.

JUDGE STEINBERG: And do you know who -- it’s not
every three hours like it used to be.

THE WITNESS: No.

JUDGE STEINBERG: It’s like what, every three
weeks or something?

THE WITNESS: Well, I mean, our people on the air
still do our meter readings, yeah.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay. But did Mr. Rice do any
of that, to the vest of your knowledge?
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THE WITNESS: Unless he was testing something.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay. But do you have any
recollection of him doing that, either before or after April
of 917

THE WITNESS: Unless he was putting in equipment
or we had a probiem with a piece of equipment, I mean, there
was always -- they had all kinds of gadgets and stuff.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, do you know if any station
personnel reported to Mr. Rice?

THE WITNESS: No, no one did.

JUDGE STEINBERG: What was the chain of command in
the station?

THE WITNESS: Janet -- in the station, it was Dan
Leatherman, Jeff Carr, program -- he ran the programming,
and I ran the rest of it, sales and so on.

JUDGE STEINBERG: And so people reported to you?

THE WITNESS: Were all accountable to me.

JUDGE 3TEINBERG: Okay. And then you were
accountable to?

THE WITNESS: To Janet.

JUDGE STEINBERG: But nobody at the station was
accountable to Mr. Rice?

THE WITNESS: No.

JUDGE STEINBERG: To your knowledge, did the
people at the station know that Mr. Rice was president,
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director and about a two-thirds shareholder of Lake?

THE WITNESS: Some did. Some didn't.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay. So if -- well, I'm not
going to ask you that.

THE WITNESS: I don’t think they knew any of that
in specifics, you know.

JUDGE STEINBERG: I mean, when Mr. Rice, assuming
he came -- did he ever come to the station during the
daytime when the station was running and everybody was
there?

THE WITNESS: Not too -- unless we had something
that was affecting our on-air. If we had a major problem,
he and Eric would be there working on something drastically
fixing something.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, but how often did that
happen let’s say after April ‘917

THE WITNESS: Maybe once. Not too often. They
kept the equipment up pretty good.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay. So, to your knowledge,
Mr. Rice was not physically at the station when the normal
component of employees was there?

THE WITNESS: No. No.

They usually came on weekends and at nights. And
like I said, I can remember there is a lot of people at the

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, but his number wasn’t
there on that list?

THE WITNESS: Mike Rice’s was not there.

JUDGE STEINBERG: I think you had already gone
over the programming, and Mr. Rice had no responsibility for
any aspect of programming?

THE WITNESS: No, he did not.

JUDGE STEINBERG: What if -- did he ever hear any
kind of music or news reports that he didn’t like, and then
complain to you about them?

THE WITNESS: No.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, do you keep program logs?
Do you still have to -- no, you don’t have to do that
anymore, right?

THE WITNESS: We --

JUDGE STEINBERG: Gosh, this deregulation has
gotten totally out of hand.

(Laughter.)

JUDGE STEINBERG: We need these program logs in
here now.

THE WITNESS: You need to be on the air for
awhile.

JUDGE STEINBERG: I mean, you’ve got this little
pencil and make all these check marks.
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Let the record reflect humor just so that whoever
is reading this at some future point in time doesn’t think I
have completely went bonkers.

So forget about the program logs.

(Laughter.)

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THE WITNESS: Yes, they did.

JUDGE STEINBERG: And who signed the contracts on
behalf of the station?

THE WITNESS: I did.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Did Mr. --

THE WITNESS: Well, the sales representative did
first, and then [ initialed it.

JUDGE STEINBERG: And you had to approve them?

THE WITNESS: I approved them.

JUDGE STEINBERG: So like car salesmen? You know,
he can negotiate any deal you want, and they you have to --

THE WITNESS: Well, I did to make sure that the
mathematics was right.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay. Did Mr. Rice have any
involvement in that --

THE WITNESS: No.

JUDGE STEINBERG: -- either before or after April
917

THE WITNESS: No, he did not. Never.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Any matters with respect to
taxes, federal, state, local taxes, social security
withholding taxes, W-2 forms, that wasn‘t you, was it?

THE WITNESS: No.

JUDGE STEINBERG: That was Ms. Cox?

THE WITNESS: Janet did that all.
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JUDGE STEINBERG: And utility bills, was that you?
THE WITNESS: No, that was not.
JUDGE STEINBERG: That was Janet?
THE WITNESS: Janet.
JUDGE STEINBERG: Did you have wire services?
THE WITNESS: We have Learfield Wire Service.

JUDGE STEINBERG: And who pays the bills for

those?
THE WITNESS: Our home office.
JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay. Okay, Mr. Gaffney.
MR. GAFFNEY: Just briefly, Your Honor.
REDIRECT EXAMINATION
BY MR. GAFFNEY:
Q If you can turn briefly, please, to paragraph five

on page 2 of the testimony of Dan Leatherman.

A Yes, sir.

Q In there you speak about certain communications
related to concerns of Mr. Rice as a landlord, the physical
plant, and not to the programming, sales and other aspects
of the station’s management, policy or daily operations.

Do you see that section?

A Yes, 1 do.

Q You have been shown Exhibit No. 8 from the Bureau,
a series of communications by fax, some between you and Mr.
Rice that you spoke about, correct?
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A Yes, I have.

Q Are the activities that you are describing in
paragraph five those which are reflected in Bureau’s Exhibit
87

A I'm sorry, I --

Q The communications that you had that are reflected
in the Bureau’s Exhibit No. 8, the faxed memos.

A Um-hmm .

Q Are those communications ones that you are
describing here in your testimony in paragraph five as
related to concerns about landlord, physical plant, and not
programming, sales and other aspects of the station’s
management, policy and daily operations?

A In my opinion, they relate to the physical plant,
and not the daily operations.

Q Okay. So when you describe these activities in
paragraph five, rthose activities are ones evidenced by these
transmittal letters in Bureau’'s Exhibit No. 8?

A Correct.

Q You also said that you had a communication with
regard to sound effects and equipment, and that you spoke to
Janet Rice and that you assumed --

JUDGE STEINBERG: Janet Cox.

MR. GAFFNEY: Cox, excuse me.
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BY MR. GAFFNEY:

Q And that you assumed possibly that Ms. Cox had
spoken to Mr. Rice because she knew what you were talking
about, right?

A Right.

Q But you have no personal knowledge that there was
any such communication, do you?

A No.

Q As far as you know, could those communications
have been directly between Mr. Casey and Ms. Cox, and that'’s
why she knew about these issues?

A Quite possibly.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, that’s all speculation. I
mean, you don’t 1ave any personal -- any personal knowledge.
THE WITNESS: All I remember is that kind of gave

me a riff because Casey always tried to do things that were

helpful ---
BY MR. GAFFNEY:
Q But the question --

A No.

Q When did he sign them?

A Probakly a week or better before then.

Q And that was before he was hospitalized in 19917
A Yes.

Q And can you tell us what would occasion Mr. Rice

in this instance to sign it a week ahead of the date
indicated on the check?

A Well, because a payroll period would end two weeks
prior to that day, and the time sheets would come into our
office usually 1n the Monday mail, and the payroll would be
processed then, and checks signed and returned by mail to
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
